“And they cried, The Sword of the 
Lord, and of Gideon." Judges 7:20 
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“We would see Jesus.”"—John 12:21. 


The age-long cry of the human race has been for the 
revelation of a personal God, able and willing to forgive hu- 
man sin, and to give rest to the human conscience, From the 
days of Job, man’s cry has been: “Oh, that I knew where I 
might find him!’’ Plato voiced such cry when he said: “We 
look for a God, or a God-inspired man, who will show us our 
duty and take away the darkness from our eyes.” 


Through long generations 
Jewish history there thrilled the 
longing, and was voiced the pro- 
phetic hope of a coming Messiah, 
able and willing to meet man’s 
deepest needs. In the fullness of 
time He came, and the fame of 
His words and deeds soon filled 
the land. A great feast was had in 
Jerusalem, and along with the 
thousands who attended it there 
came some Greeks, whose cry also 
was: “We would see Jesus.” That 
was the first voice from the out- 
side world that gave a hint of the 
awakening of its sleeping con- 
science to the fact that Jesus was 
to be the Saviour and Sovereign 
over the Gentile as well as the 
Jewish world. 


Marvelous was the impression 
made upon Jesus by that outside 
cry, It came at an hour when His 
work seemed ready to fail; but 
from that hour there was a new 
tone of triumph in His words. No 
more do we hear His plaintive cry 
over unbelieving Jerusalem; but 
His thoughts are bravely turned 
towards Calvary, and His victori- 
ous shout is: “The hour is come 
that the Son of Man should be 
glorified. Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, except a corn of wheat fall 
into the ground and die, it abideth 
alone; but if it die, it bringeth 
forth much fruit.” He speaks a- 
gain: “Now is my soul troubled; 
and what shall I say? Father, save 
me from this hour: but for this 
cause came I unto this hour. Fath- 
er, glorify thy name. Then came 
there a voice from heaven, say- 
ing, I have glorified it and will 
glorify it again.” His heart thrills 
with the sense of His glorious 
mission, and He speaks again: 
“Now is the judgment of this 
world; now shall the prince of this 
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world be cast out. And I, if I 
be lifted up from the earth, will 
draw all men unto me.” 

Why would we see Jesus? We 
may well wish to see Him, because 
of what He was and is in His own 
personality. He was both God and 
man, the God-man, in one person. 
Never did hyphen elsewhere mean 
so much as here, the God-man. 
It both joins and divides. It marks 
distinction and yet unity. Jesus 
was as really God as though He 
were never man, and as really 
man as though He were never 
God, In the face of this truth, well 
might the chief apostle. say: 
“Without controversy, great is the 
mystery of godliness: God was 
manifest in the flesh, justified in 
the Spirit, seen of angels, preached 
unto the Gentiles, believed on in 
the world, received up into glory.”

Why Criticize Evangelists?

“When figures are given to show the attendance at 
certain meetings, one sometimes hears, ‘Is that preachers’ 
count?’ Is this mere humor, an innocent question, or libel? 
Unfortunately some ministers and evangelists are inclined 
to exaggerate their estimates of audiences. (But they’re 
not the only offenders, for promoters of political and business 
conventions do the same thing.) Any man may make a mis- 
take in calculating the size of audiences. But if he habitually 
puts the figures too high, this is exaggeration. Paul gave as 
one of his credentials: ‘But have renounced the hidden things 
of dishonesty, not walking in craftiness, nor handling the 
word of God deceitfully; but by manifestation of the truth 
commending ourselves to every man’s conscience in the sight 
of God’ (II Cor. 4:2). To the Ephesians he wrote: ‘But speak- 
. Wherefore putting away lying, 
speak every man truth with his neighbour: for we are mem- 
bers one of another’ (Eph. 4:15, 25). 

“It may take some time to remove this criticism of the): 
mathematical integrity of ministers and evangelists, but it’s 
well worth doing in the interest of truth and righteousness

Why is criticizing evangelists 
and mass evangelism an almost 
approved pastime of some Chris- 
tian workers? In Ephesians 4:11, 
12 Christ “gave some, apostles; 
and some, prophets; and some, 
evangelists; and some, pastors and 
teachers.” They all have one pur- 
pose——“the perfecting of the saints 
for the work of the ministry, for 
the edifying of the body of Christ: 
Till we all come in the unity of 
the faith, and of the knowledge 
of the Son of God, unto a perfect 
man, unto the measure of the 
stature of the fulness of Christ.” 

Though these five gifts are on 
the same level in the Bible, in 
Japan the highest level seems to 
be the teacher, (sensei) while the 
lowest rung of the ladder, the 
thing to be if you can‘t be any- 
thing else, is an evangelist, (den- 
dasha). This exactly reverses the 
scriptural order. 

From 1947 to 1953 Japan saw 
great evangelistic campaigns—tre-

I have read your letter prayer- 
fully and will answer as a Chris- 
tian brother. 


I do not doubt your sincerity at 
all; yet we must face the solemn 
facts about the danger of petting, 
hugging, kissing on the part of 
two young people like you and 
your girl friend. 

First, you do not know 
you will ever marry this girl. You 
are not married for the simple 
reason that neither of you are old 
enough to marry, and you are 
not ready to make her a living. 
Therefore, because you are not 
married, you have no right to act 
like married people. Both of you 
reserve the right to break up later 
if you see that is best. At your 
age, you are not old enough to 
decide on life’s companion, so you 
ought to face that fact and deal 
honestly with it. You are going 
out with a girl who may be your 
wife, or she may be some other 
man's wife. You have no right to 
treat her except as you would a 
nice girl whom you may marry 
or may not marry. Neither of you 
know, The chances are against 
it. 

But second, even if you knew 
that you and this girl would 
marry, to engage in petting, to 
hug her and kiss her and hold 
her in your arms, will lead to great 
temptation. It will not stop there. 
Likely you will be tempted and 
fall into the scarlet sin. 

And after you go on long enough 
with petting and hugging, you 
would probably excuse it, just as 
now you excuse the petting and 
say it might be wrong for other 
people but not for you. The truth 
is, you would want to have your 
way so bad, after stirring your 
passions with petting, that you 
would excuse it and say it was all 
right since you two were the same 
as married in your heart anyway. 
You do not want to commit the 
scarlet sin, adultery, so you must 
not do the things that lead to 
that. Anybody who puts himself 
deliberately in temptation is likely 
to sin. In fact, Jesus said, “He 
that looketh on a woman to lust 
after her hath committed adultery 


that 


with her already in his heart.” 
Anything that puts such desire 
in your heart is sinful, because 


you have no right to fulfill that 
desire. 


To go on in necking and petting 
may lead to the scarlet sin and 
maybe to public shame and ta 
ruin of the girl. So don’t do it! 

You say you love her. Well and 
good. If you love her enough to con« 
trol yourself, be a good Christian, 
and not embarrass and not break 
down her modesty and not lead 
her to temptation, that will prove 
that you love her and love 
God. If you do wrong in this 
matter, you will always have 
grief in your heart because you 
will be convicted, God will tell] 
you that you have sinned; and you 
will always know that you have 
wronged the girl. 

Besides, if you neck and pet 
with this girl, then when you be- 
come a grown man, if God should 
lead you to love and marry some-< 
one else, you will always have a 
shameful memory of having neck- 
ed and petted with some other 
girl whom you did not marry. 


So there is just one thing to do, 
and that is to set out to be just 
a nice escort. If you can’t enjoy 
talking about good things and do- 
ing things together, when you are 
with your girl, then there is some- 
thing wrong. Any dating which 
depends primarily upon hugging 
and petting is wrong. It might 
well be that you and the girl have 
nothing in common, and will soon 
find that you can’t love each 
other. Petting is the poorest kind 
of courtship because it may de- 
ceive you. That is just the ex- 
pression of the body, not of thd 
mind; and you want a girl whom 
you can enjoy talking to and be- 
ing with, and one whom you can 
enjoy doing things with, such as 
games or singing, or being good 
company in a crowd. Any more 
than that, I will tell you frankly 
is very dangerous, particularly for 
a boy as young as you are and 
for a girl as young as your girl. 

I think the only safe rule to 
follow is simply to go no further 
than you would go with any girl 
until you are engaged to be mar- 
ried just a few weeks ahead. 
Then after you are engaged you 
might kiss her goodnight when 
you leave her, but even so, you 
would not want to do that which 
would lead to great temptation 
and, of course, the scarlet sin is 
a horrible sin with the curse of 
God on it that would ruin the 
testimony of any Christian and 
might ruin his strength of char- 
acter forever, too. 


So “avoid the appearance of 
evil” and have the courage toa 
just have the pleasures that God 
allows, and no more. 

And that is best for the happi- 


ness of you both, now and in the 
future.

that stated in John’s five simple 
words: “The Word was made 
flesh.”’ 

In the study of Jesus we need 
Hlways to begin with His human- 
ity. That is where the early dis- 
ciples began, and that is the ra- 
tional order. A proper concep- 
tion of His humanity must be 
the basis for a proper understand- 
ing of His Divine nature and work. 


In these days men sometimes 
tell us of their diffi@ulties concern- 
fing the deity of Jesus, rather than 
His humanity. In the earlier days, 
unbelief made its stoutest as- 
saults upon His humanity. The 
earlier heresies were gnostic here- 
sies that denied that Jesus was 
really a man. One school of gnos- 
tics held that the body of Jesus 
did not belong essentially to His 
nature, but that the Messiah des- 
cended upon Jesus at His bap- 
tism, and left Him before His 
death. Another school held that 
His body was but a mere illusion, 
a veneer of human nature, with 
Godhood hidden behind the face 
of a man. And still another school 
held that His body was a body 
from Heaven, having nothing in 
common with earth. 

Against all such theories, the 
title which Jesus chose for Him- 
self attests His true and real hu- 
manity. “He took not on him the 
form of angels; but he took on him 
the seed of Abraham.” He was 
a vital part of the race that He 
came to save, bone of its bone and 
flesh of its flesh. He had a human 
mother and a human birth. He 
frew,. as did others, in wisdom and 
in stature. His feelings and needs 
were as those of other men. He 
Was weary and hungry and thirs- 
ty. He craved human companion- 
ship and sympathy, He was “a 
man of sorrows and acquainted 
with grief.” “Wherefore, in all 
things, it behooved him to be 
made like unto his brethren, that 
he might be a merciful and faith- 
ful High Priest, in all things per- 
taining to God to make reconcilia- 
tion for the sins of the people.”’ 

Behold Him, not “A Son of 
Man,” but “The Son of Man,” for 
all humanity was summed up in 
Him. He was the one perfect, 
fideal, complete man. “Which of 
you convinceth me of sin?” was 
and is His fearless challenge. “I 
find no fault in Him” was and 
is the universal testimony of His 
friends and foes. In Himself Jesus 
combines all those gracious quali- 
ties that abode severally in His 
people. 

If we would look for the highest 
example of meekness, we would 
not look to Moses, but to Jesus, 
who was unapproachably meek 
and lowly in heart. For the high- 
est example of patience we would 
not look to Job, but to Jesus, 
who, when He was reviled, reviled 
not again. For the highest example 
of wisdom we would not look to 
Solomon, but to Jesus, who spake 
as never man spake. For the high- 
est example of consuming pity we 
would not look to weeping Jere- 
miah, but to Jesus, as alone He 
weeps over Jerusalem. For the 
highest example of soul-absorbing 
zeal we would not look to Paul, 
but to Jesus, of whom it was said: 
“The zeal “of thine house hath 
eaten me up.” For the highest ex- 
ample of love we would not look 
to John, but to Jesus, who, while 
we were His enemies, loved us and 
wave Himself for us. All other 
men have but fragmentary good- 
ness and greatness; that of Jesus 
is complete, perfect, wanting noth- 
ing. 

The search-light of criticism has 
been focused on Jesus through the 
long centuries, and yet it has fail- 
ed to find in Him one suggestion 
of sin, one ill-spoken word, one 
selfish deed. Men talk about not 
believing in miracles. What will 
they do with Jesus of Nazareth? 
He is the preeminent miracle of 
all the ages. Who was that one 
and only perfect man? Was He 
not more than a man? 

The only rational solution of 
the humanity of Jesus is the ac- 
knowledement of His Deity. For 
men to laud Jesus as a great and 
good man, while they repudiate 
His Deity, is to involve themselves 
in logical contradictions and moral 
inconsistencies which it is impos- 
sible either to reconcile or under- 
stand. 

Remember the claims._that_ this 


wise and holy one makes for Him- 
self: “Il am the light of the world.” 
“No man cometh unto the Father 
but by me.” “He that hath seen 
me hath seen the Father.” “I and 
the Father are one.’ “Come unto 
me, all ve that labour and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest.” If Jesus Christ be not more 
than a man, what must be thought 
of the presumption and vanity of 
these mighty claims? How is _#sit 
that man’s conscience accepts 
without protest or hesitancy these 
mighty claims? That question 
must forever remain an insoluble 
mystery on any other premise than 
that Jesus was God manifest in 
the flesh, in whom dwells all the 
fullness of the Godhead bodily. 


From His cradle to His grave 
the proofs of His Godhead were, 
in His own person, finding con- 
stant illustration. The shepherds 
came to salute Him as king, and 
the magi, with their rich gifts, 
came from the Far East to wor- 
ship Him, while He was yet a tiny 
babe upon His mother’s heart. 
While a lad only twelve years of 
age, His superlative wisdom utter- 
ly astounded the learned doctors 
in the temple. As a young man 
He patiently wrought at the work- 
man’s bench, teaching us how the 
Infinite One can calmly wait, girt 
with the consciousness of His di- 
vine mission. When He came to 
prosecute His public ministry He 
had only to speak the word and 
the winds were hushed, the storms 
calmed, the hungry thousands fed, 
the sick made well and the dead 
brought back to life. He lived as 
none other ever lived. He died 
as none other ever died, and from 
Olivet He went back to His Fath- 
er the consummator of history, 
the victorious Saviour of a lost 
world. 


“We would see Jesus,” not only 
because of what He is in His 
matchless person, but, also, be- 
cause of what He is and does 
for man. He is man’s Saviour from 
sin. “Thou shalt call his name Je- 
sus, for he shall save his people 
from their sins.” If Jesus were 
merely a perfect example or a 
matchless teacher for man, then 
He could not encompass man’s 
deepest needs. Sin is the terrible 
tragedy, the intolerable yoke in 
every human life. Our highest and 
eternal joy in seeing Jesus is in 
seeing Him as our Saviour from 
sin. By His expiatory death on 
the cross, “the just for the un- 
just,” Jesus answers the eternally 
vital question how a guilty sinner 
may have forgiveness and salva- 
tion and happiness here and for- 
evermore. 


Forever God, forever man, 

My Jesus shall endure: 

AND fixed on Him my hope re- 
Mains 

Eternally secure. 


It was said of Mozart that he 
brought angels down, and oft 
Beethoven that he lifted mortals 
up. Jesus does both and more. 
He is God’s way to man, He is 
man's way to God, the true Jacob’s 
ladder between earth and Heaven. 


And the glorious truth is that 
His Gospel may be put into the 
crucible of human experience, Man 
may personally know whether Je- 
sus can give peace to the trou- 
bled conscience, whether He can 
give light for life’s bedarkened 
problems, whether He can give 
healing for earth’s staggering sor- 
rows. The world is filled with men 
and women, this hour, who have 
vainly sought everywhere _§ for 
peace and light and help, but 
they found it not until they found 
it in Jesus. These men and wom- 
en have tested Him, and in their 
deepest consciousness they know 
better than they know anything 
else that through Him their dark- 
ness has been dispelled, their bur- 
dens lifted, their victories won. 


Tell me how it is that, of all 
the sons of men since the world 
began, it was never heard that a 
man was saved by Plato, or by 
Socrates, or by any one else but 
by Jesus Christ alone. How is 
it that He alone has been able 
really to redeem men from the 
fatal grip of appetite and passion 
and sin? There can be but one 
logically intelligent answer, and 
that answer is, that in Jesus 
Christ we have the only begot- 
ten Son of God, God of God, Light 


of Light, very God of very God, 
the one Divine and all-sufficient 
Saviour, 

How may we see Jesus? May 
we see Jesus today? Not, to be 
sure, with our physical eyes, but 
with the eyes of the mind and 
heart. May we approach Him, real- 
ize Him, be conscious of His per- 
sonal presence and help, even as 
we are conscious of the presence 
and help of parent, or teacher, or 
dearest earthly friend? These are 
vital questions that go to the 
depths of our hearts. I make boid 
to answer them that Jesus may 
be, ought to be, more real to us 
than is any other person in all 
the world. Jesus is not some mere 
theory, some inspiring memory, 
some vague, personal influence; 
but He is a Person, to be ap- 
: proached, to be felt, to be trusted, 
to be loved, and to be obeyed even 
unto death. How may we thus 
see Jesus aS we are daily driven 
by the manifold problems and 
duties of the earthly life? 

If we would see Jesus, we must 
make much of His Book. If we 
would know a person, we must 
, understand him. If we would trust 
a person, then our trust must be 
based on knowledge. Jesus cannot 
be seen, will not be graciously 
real to the man who neglects the 
Bible. It is true that “the heavens 
declare the glory of God, and the 
firmament showeth his _handi- 
work.” But, left to nature, the 
Bible taken away, man cannot 
know of God’s tenderness and 
love, cannot know how to love 
and trust and obey Him properly. 

Though man might name every 
star that blazes in the eternal 
depths; though he might map the 
heavens and tell the constellations 
as his familiar friends; though he 
might understand the voice of the 
flowers; though he might catch 
the monologues of the mountains, 
the dirges of the oceans, the sym- 
phonies of the spheres; though all 
nature might speak to him the 
mighty secrets of its origin and 
Maker, in all this man would see 
only the majesty and mightiness 
of God. In God’s hand would be 
the sword of justice, on His lips 
the word of wisdom, and around 
Him the resplendent robe of right- 
eousness, at once man’s envy and 
despair. Only in the Bible may 
man find out the mercy of God, 
in the forgiveness of sins, through 
Jesus Christ. 

Other books may be read, some 
of them with much profit; God’s 
, Book must be read, and read hum- 
bly, reverently, earnestly, con- 
tinuously, if we would see much of 
Jesus. If you have read the life 
of Chinese Gordon, one of the 
noblest Christians of his or any 
other age, you discerned that the 
secret of that wonderful life was 
in the fact that he spent long 
hours every day in the study of 
the Bible. He had many books 
in the Soudan, but this was the 
testimony that he left concerning 
them: “I may as well part with 
all my: books except two, the Bi- 
ble and the Concordance, so far 
as they contain essential knowl- 
edge.” 

If we would see Jesus, we must 
know much of secret prayer— 
mark you, of secret prayer, Se- 
cret prayer is the unerring ther- 
mometer to our life of prayer. If 
ever we are sincere in prayer, it 


is when we are in secret prayer. 
It is then, if ever, that we are 
| conscious of God. Jesus said, “But 
thou, when thou prayest, enter in- 
to thy closet, and when thou hast 
shut thy door, pray to thy Fath- 
er which is in secret; and thy 
Father which seeth in secret shall 
reward thee openly.” 


How much do we give our- 
selves to secret prayer? Is it not 
just here that most of all we fail? 
We go about the doing of many 
things, but is not secret prayer one 
of the things that we largely leave 
undone? It takes time to become 
spiritual, and time spent alone 
with God is the best spent time 
in all one’s life. 


Again, if we would see Jesus, 
we must watch against sin, with 
uncompromising warfare. There 
must be absolute sincerity and 
wholehearted thoroughness _ at 
this point. That were but hollow 
}mockery for a man to pray for 
forgiveness, his own heart the 
while burning with hatred and 
festering with grudges against 
some fellow creature. The ampu- 
tating knife of genuine repentance 
must be put to sin, if we would

Deaf youngsters are coming in 
this week. Many of them have 
been here many times before, but 
many of them are new to us. Just 
a few minutes ago a car came with 
Sam, a sixteen year old boy who 
has been here every year since 
we opened. Just behind was an- 
other car with a deaf couple we 
had never seen nor heard of, So 
it goes. 


All of us are praying especially 
for one nineteen-year-old boy who 
is here. This is his first time to 
come to the ranch. He has only 
had two years of schooling al- 
though he is nineteen years old. 


Evidently his parents were a- 
shamed of him and kept him home 
as secretly as possible until he 
was seventeen. Then someone dis- 
covered him and insisted he be 
sent to the state school for the 
deaf. As a result, he can read a 
little and knows the sign language 
a little. Life is a little rough for 


him, however, because other young 
people think he is “dumb” and 
they tease him. He has no personal 
friend. 

This is his third day here and 
all of us were delighted to see 
him join in games with other deaf 
teen-agers for the first time to- 
tay. And today, for the first time, 
we saw him talk and laugh with 
the others. 


We are taking time to talk with 
him personally to be sure he un- 
derstands the Bible teaching and 
he seems eager to learn of Christ. 
I feel sure he will be saved long 
before you read this. 


I wish you could visit us while 
the deaf are here. Most people 
are amazed when they see these 
fine young people in a morning and 
evening service. They are easily

hope for the smile of Jesus and 
for the benefit of His blood which 
cleanseth from all sin, 

God can't afford to answer some 
men’s prayers! For Him to do so 
would be to put a premium upon 
sin. The hidden wedge of gold and 
the Babylonish garment must be 
disclosed and restored, if men may 
hope for answered prayer. It is 
sin that separates between man 
and God. It is sin that cuts the 
nerve of all acceptable prayer. 
Sin is a veil through which Jesus 
cannot be seen. Sin is an insulator 
that turns away the currents be- 
tween man and God, It is “the 
supplication of a righteous man 
that availeth much.” “If I regard 
iniquity in my heart, the Lord 
will not hear me.” No man who is 
mot keenly sensitive to sin can 
know much or see much of Jesus. 
“Blessed are the pure in heart, 
for they shall see God’”—see Him 
here and now in-daily experience. 


“Who shall ascend into the hill 
of the Lord? Or who shall stand 
in His holy place? He that hath 
clean hands and a pure heart, 
who hath not lifted up his soul 
unto vanity nor sworn deceit- 
fully. He shall receive the blessing 
of the Lord, and righteousness 
from the God of his salvation.” 


Oh, what need have we for fre- 
quent and most rigid self-exami- 
nation, that we may become in- 
creasingly sensitive to every ap- 
proach of sin. And we are to watch 
with all diligence against the little 
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sins. It was the little foxes that 
spoiled the vines. If we carelessly 
cherish what may seem to us to 
be inconsequential sins, for exam- 
ple, pride, which goeth before de- 
struction, and envy, which is as 
rottenness in the bones, these sins 
will consume us as doth a can- 
cer and more and more will they 
hide from us the face of Jesus. 


If we would see Jesus, we need 
to magnify the blessedness of 
Christian fellowship. The old-fash- 
ioned experience-meeting, when 
men and women came together 
just to tell, timidly though joy- 
fully, what they saw and felt and 
knew of the things of Jesus— 
would to God our churches had 
it back again! “Then they that 
feared the Lord spake often one 
to another, and the Lord heark- 
ened and heard it, and a book of 
remembrance was written before 
him for them that feared the Lord. 
and that thought on his name.” 
Sometimes a preacher’s sermonic 
fires burn low, and not a text will 
give up its treasures, dig for them 
though he may. What does the 
preacher do? Let such preacher 
find and talk with some one who 
has a vital knowledge of the sav- 
ing grace of God, and sermonic 
fires will immediately burn a- 
gain. 

Once again, if we would see Je- 
sus, we must be busy for Him. 
The indolent Christian cannot see 
much or know much of Jesus. 
Idleness is one of the most ter- 
rible foes to grace. It is the run- 
ning stream that is the healthy 
stream. The stagnant pond breeds 
miasma and malaria and death. 
Many a Christian who is spirit- 
ually sick, he knows not why, 
would thrill with a new joy and 


new visions of Jesus if only he) 


would be busy for Him, Doubt, 
unbelief, despondency are all cut 
to pieces by activity. It is the 
man who does Christ’s will unto 
whom is revealed His doctrine. 
And still again, if we would 
see Jesus as we ought and as we 
may, we must give ourselves com- 


pletely to His guidance and gov— 


ernment. Jesus will be Lord of 
all, or He will not be Lord at all. 
The reason why so many people 
get so little out of their religion 
is because they put so little into 
it. If men would see Jesus, see 
Him to the deepest joy of their 
hearts, and from Him have the 
noblest victories in their lives, 
then, for all this, they must pay 
the requisite price. Paul paid such 
price. Gladly did he suffer the loss 
of all things—home, kindred, in- 
heritance, comforts, country, life 
itself—that he might have the ex- 
cellency of the knowledge of Christ 
Jesus, his Lord. Do you wonder 
that he had visions and revela- 
tions which could not be put into 
speech? Do you wonder that his 
letters abound in doxologies, as 
he contemplates the unfolding 
glory of his Lord? Paul paid the 
price for his glorious visions of 
Jesus. 

Here, then, is the vital question 
for us. Will we pay the price to 
see Jesus as we need to see Him, 
as He would have us see Him? 
Are we willing to live for Him, 
to. put Him first, to do His will, 
be what it may, lead where it 
will? Right here is the supreme 
battle of the Christian life. It is 
the battle between Christ and self. 
The self-centered life will not see 
Jesus, and must surely fail, The 
Christ-centered life will mount 
higher and higher in its visions 
of Jesus, and will more and more 
exult in the victory that over- 
comes the world. George Mac- 
Donald well puts this truth in sim- 
ple verse: 


I said, “Let me walk in the fields;” 


He said, “Nay, walk in the 
town,” 
I said, “There are no flowers 


there; 


He said, 
crown,” 


“No flowers, but a 


I said, “But the sky is black, 


There is nothing but noise and 
din;” 


But He wept as He sent me back— 
“There is more,” He said, “there 
is sin.” 
I said, “But the air is thick 
And fogs are veiling the sun;”

of Jesus toward this woman? 
Notice the following: 


1. Christ would have all know 
that He has special blessings for 
the Jews. To the Samaritan wom- 
an who hated Jews He said, “Sal- 
vation is of the Jews” (John 4:22). 
Patil said there was great advant- 
age in being a Jew Rom. 3:1, 2), 
of whom as concerning the flesh, 
Christ came (Rom. 9:5). Israel, 
the living remnant of the nation, 
will yet be saved (Rom. 11:26). 
And God has not cast away His 
people whom He foreknew (Rom. 
11:1, 2). 

2. But Jesus here surely pre- 
tended an indifference to the wom- 
an of Canaan which He did not 
feel—“‘He answered her not a 
word.” He had some purpose in 
that seeming unkindness, Also, He 
made the extravagant statement, 
which surely did not reflect His 
own heart, but the opinion of the 
apostles, doubtless. He said, “I 
am not sent but unto the lost 
sheep of the house of Israel.” 
We know that that is not literally 
true. “God so loved the world,” 
the whole world, that He sent Je- 


'sus (John 3:16). Also, He is the 


propitiation “for the sins of the 
whole world” (I John 2:2). So 
Jesus must have been stating a 
false Jewish attitude to teach the 
apostles, and to test this woman. 
Surely He meant all along to hear 
her, and she never believed that 
He was sent only to Jews. 


3. Christ was deliberately testing 
the faith of this woman. Faith 
that will not stand testing is poor 
faith. Abraham’s faith was tested 
when he was commanded to offer 
Isaac (Gen. 22:2). Israel’s faith 
was tested when the people found 
themselves facing the Red Sea 
and Pharaoh's host behind them 
(Exod. 14:1-12). Elijah prayed for 
rain seven times before he got 
even a cloud the size of a man’s 
hand as evidence he was heard 
(I Kings 18:44). Faith is proven 
and also grows by testing. God of- 
ten does not mean “no” when He 
fails to answer at once, Do not 
be too easily discouraged by ap- 
parent rebuff to your prayers. The 
fact that you feel no answer and 
see no evidence need not discourage 
you. Even when God seems to say 
“no” to your prayer it may not 
really mean “no” but may be the 
testing of your faith for Christ’s 
glory and your own rejoicing. Keep 
on praying, then. 


Importance of Persistent, 
Bold Praying 
Jesus illustrated the proper at- 
titude about persistent prayer in 


He answered, “Yet souls are sick, 
And souls in the dark undone.” 


I said, “I shall miss the light, 
And friends will miss me, they 
say;” 
He answered me, “Choose tonight 
If I am to miss you, or they.” 


I pleaded for time to be given; 
He said, “Is it hard to decide? 
It will not seem hard in heaven 

To have followed the steps of 
your Guide.” 


I cast one look at the fields, 
Then set my face to the town; 
He said: “My child, do you yield? 


Will you leave the flowers for 
the crown?” 


Then into His hand went mine, 
And into my heart came He, 

And I walk in a light divine, 
The path I had feared to see. 


Oh, men and women, if we will 
pay the price, we may daily see 
Jesus—may know that He walks 
with us, talks with us, and lives 
with us, and lives in us, our cer- 
tain help for every day and-duty 
of earth, And thus seeing Him 
and serving Him, brighter and bet- 
ter shall be all our days, even unto 
that blissful day when we shall 
pass through the gates of the 
celestial city, where we shall be 
“like Him, for we shall see Him 
as He js.”

Luke 11:5-8. We are told to keep 
knocking even when the friend 
within keeps saying “no.” Im- 
portunity won him over to arise 
and give as many loaves as the 
begging neighbor needed. Remem- 
ber that the friend who first said 
“no” represents God. God often 
says “no” to the first prayer when 
He will not say “no” to the third 
or. fourth, 


Jesus taught the same thing in 
Luke 18:1-8. We ought always to 
pray and not to faint even when 
God seems to answer “no.” The 
widow, asking the unjust judge 
for justice, got an immediate re- 
fusal. She persisted and got her 
request granted. Jesus said that 
is the way we are to pray for what 
we need. If you know that you 
need what you are asking, as this 
Canaanite or Syrophenician wom- 
an did, then keep on begging even 
when God seems to say “no!”’ We 
must remember that even Christ 
Himself was not answered when 
He prayed in the Garden of Geth- 
semane until He prayed the third 


time, saying the same _ words 
(Matt. 26:44), He prayed with 
strong crying and tears (Heb. 


2:2). 


Notice the attitude of this wom- 
an of Canaan which so greatly 
pleased Christ. 


1. She accepted the deity of 
Christ, submitted herself to Him, 
calling Him Lord. The term means 
full submission. She worshiped 
Him (vs. 25). Three times she 
called Him “Lord.” She called Him 
“thou son of David.” She believed 
the Scriptures, that the Seed of 
David would come to be the Mes- 
siah and that Jesus was this Mes- 
siah who should reign on David's 
throne. It would not be hard for 
such a Saviour to heal her daugh- 
ter, 

2. She made the burden of her 
daughter her own burden. She 
said, “Have mercy on ME” (vs. 
22). She prayed, “Lord, help ME” 
(vs. 25). We can intercede for 
sinners and others effectiVely only 
when we take their burdens upon 
ourselves. Effective, intercessory 
prayer without a burdened heart 
is unusual, if not impossible. Je- 
sus said, ““What things soever ye 
DESIRE, when ye pray, believe 
that ye receive them, and ye shall 
have them” (Mark 11:24). Prayer 
without sincere desire is hypocrisy. 

3. Her determination to be heard 
is shown. She “cried unto him” 


(vs. 22); “she ¢rieth after us” 
(vs. 23); she “worshipped him” 
(vs. 25). She offended the dis- 


ciples; she made a public spectacle 
of herself with tears and cries 
and begging. Though she may have 
seemed fanatical or beside herself, 
she got the answer to her prayer! 


4. She was humbly submissive. 
She admitted everything that Je- 
sus said, She was not angry when 
He said He came first to the 
Jews (vs. 24). She was not offend- 
ed when He likened Gentiles to 
dogs (vs. 26). She said, “Truth, 
Lord,” when He practically told 
her that she was not worthy of 
any blessing and deserved noth- 
ing at His hands. Yet undeserving, 
she insisted. How like the prodigal 
son who said, “I... am no more 
worthy to be called thy son: make 
me as one of thy hired servants” 
(Luke 15:18, 19). People get pray- 
ers answered, not because they are 
worthy, but because they admit 
their unworthiness, and trust in 
spite of it. 

o. Faith was her greatest virtue, 
the thing Jesus commended most 
(vs. 28). “But without faith it is 
impossible to please him .,. .” 
(Heb. 11:6). The woman believed 
in Christ despite circumstances. 
She believed He would answer 
despite the apostles who tried to 
send her away. She believed He 
would answer despite His seeming 
indifference, despite even His own 
words that first seemed so cold. 


Let us say reverently that some- 
times Christians ought to argue 
with God in prayer as this woman 
did. If the children needed the 
bread, the dogs could get the 
crumbs. If she were a dog, then 
still He was her Master; “the dogs 
eat of the crumbs which fall from 
their masters’ table” (vs. 27). She 
argued with God. So did Moses in 
Exodus 32:11-14. He actually 
caused God to change His plan. 
So did King Hezekiah when God 
had planned for him to die (Isa. 


38:1-8). Again God changed His 
avowed intention in answer to 
prayer, We ought to be more bold 
in prayer. The Lord is “easy to be 
intreated,” as a Christian is com- 
manded to be (James 3:17). “He 
will not always chide” (Ps. 103:9), 
Be more bold in your praying. 
Be not stubborn about your will 
but be persistent in asking for 
what you need when you have 
the assurance that it is within 
the promises of God to His dear 
children. We are taught to pray, 
“Our Father.” If we are only poor 
dogs, we are His dogs and we 
have holy claims that He will not 
deny if we press them.

Is that the 
kind of churches our missionaries 
are going to establish in our mis- 
sion fields?” (Bible Times). 


3. Rev. K. U. wrote in 1890: 

“Nowhere can souls be convert- 
ed by dozens and hundreds. ... 
Some missionaries feel the Moody- 
Sankey (mass evangelistic) meth- 
od that goes so successfully with 
Americans and Englishmen should 
succeed equally well with Japan- 
ese and Chinese, but Japanese and 
Chinese are not Americans. ... 
Some preach to them, give them 
a New Testament, persuade them 
to be baptized, get their names 
enrolled in church membership 
and so have them reported to 
home churches, thinking they are 
safe and on their way to Heaven” 
(Diary). 


4 Rev. L. L. (O.M.F. of C.1.M.) 
wrote: “We do not press for de- 
cisions because the Japanese, for 
fear of offending, readily assent 
without meaning it in their 
hearts” (The Millions). 


>. Mr. D. H., Independent Breth- 
ren missionary, wrote in 1953: 
“Well-meaning, zealous mission- 
aries from the West have con- 
fused the _ scriptural principles 
that evangelism is connected with 
crowds, and that evangelism musi 
produce ‘decisions.’ A well-known 
British writer wrote: ‘It is a 
striking reflection that neither our 
Lord Himself nor any of the 
apostles is represented as seeking 
to organize great crowds for the 
purpose of preaching to them.’ 
In the New ‘Testament. times 
crowds were not sought, nor was 
any special significance placed up- 
on them. Instead of being crowd- 
conscious, Christians in Japan 
should tell the story of salvation 
to the members of their own fam- 
ily, to neighbors, to those with 
whom they work in the office, 
factory or farm, to fellow-stu- 
dents, to those who day by day 
travel on the same train or bus. 
In the long run this quiet, per- 
severing, constant personal wit- 
nessing will be more valuable and 
more effective than great mass 
gatherings conducted by non- 
Japanese. The true object of evan- 
gelism is a fundamental spiritual 
change in the nature of those who 
listen to the Gospel, and not mere 
‘decisions.’ By means of. persuasive 
words and emotional appeals, ‘de- 
cisions’ may be made without any 
Spiritual conviction or permanent 
outcome” (True Light). 


6. Rev. M. G. (Independent 
Presbyterian) in a hasty general- 
ization criticized the evangelistic 
work of PTL, YFC and other 
travelling evangelists, saying, “If 
we added up all those reported 
as having made decisions for 
Christ, it would be a vast number. 
But ironically, the. number of 
church members did not increase 
from before the war’ (Bible 
Times). 


7. Dr. L. L. (S, Presbyterian 
Leader) said: “If we believed all 
the published statistics from Ja- 
pan, all the Japanese (90 million) 
would have been saved twice!” 
(FE. M. A. J. Conferences) In 
other words, he should have docu- 
mentary proof that 180 million 
Japanese professed salvation (ed.). 


8. The Neo-orthodox Dr. EF. B. 
(formerly of the International 
Christian University) criticized 
mass evangelism in Japan and 
Said there was no place left for 
an itinerant evangelist like Billy 
Graham or mass meetings (Japan 
Christian Quarterly). 


9. Rev, J. W. (TEAM) “. . 
According to a tabulated report 
by a Japan missionary, one-third 
(30 million) of Japan’s people are 
Supposed to be growing Chris- 
tians (Dr. L. L. said 180 million— 
ed.). . . . Most of the folks active 
in Mass evangelism in Japan to- 


day have had very little close 
experience with the people and 
don't understand their true emo- 
tional make-up, They feel it’s 
just being polite to agree. There- 
fore, it’s quite easy to get hun- 
dreds and even thousands to raise 
their hands even though they have 
no idea of what the score is.” 

10. Rev. W. A. (T. E. A. M.) 
spoke among other things, in a 
Bible School chapel message, about 
“770 decisions made in an evan- 
gelistic campaign in Hiroshima 
with only 20 finally enrolling in 
a free correspondence course,” and 
“some 500 decisions were made in 
Nagoya, but only five continued.” 


The author visited both these 
places three times and held cam- 
paigns—both evangelistic and fol- 
low-up. In Hiroshima he spoke at 
a follow-up meeting with some 55 
coming out to the YMCA. In near- 
by Kure some 40 came out to 
the follow-up meeting. Again in an 
adjoining village about 30 seekers 
came out to the follow-up meet- 
ing near a Shinto Shrine. Then in 
Nagoya he ministered twice to 
a growing Bible class of some 35 to 
20 people who have been meeting 
weekly for three years, ever since 
one joint PTL rally where scores 
made decisions for Christ. 


11. Two students who heard 
that message quoted those rumors 
as facts, spreading much division 
in the student body, alleging that 
“foreigners are boastful slaves of 
statistical reports” and, “If you 
believed them, all Japan would be 
saved in 3 years. Therefore, we 
Japanese agree that no earthly re- 
port or accounting of our evangel- 
istic work is needed since we work 
for God in heaven.” Though it 
sounded very humble and pious, 
the teacher reminded them that 
the first ‘“foreigners’’ who were 
a “slave to statistical reports” 
were not western missionaries but 
the writers of the Acts of the 
Apostles, The Holy Spirit and Dr. 
Luke, who reported: “ . there 
were added unto them about three 
thousand souls” (Acts 2:41). “... 
many of them which heard the 
word believed; and the number 
of the men was about five thou- 
sand” (Acts 4:4, etc.). 

This is only a small sample of 
the many derogatory statements 
flung at evangelists. Having set up 
their “stfaw man” at their favor- 
ite “whipping post,” they have 


gelists, as well as tHe author, re- 
sent this slander and libel against 
evangelists and their General Di- 
rector, Jesus Christ. 

When it comes right down to 
what a missionary wants in a 
Japanese associate, nine out of 
ten say, “I want a powerful evan- 
gelist who is on fire for souls.” 
Yet where do they expect these 
to come from? We can’t break 
the immutable law of spiritual 
genetics. We produce after our 
kind. Like begets like. For the 
sake of Japan’s future church of 
Christ in Japan, let’s quit this 
abuse of evangelists. Let’s stop 
criticizing evangelists. God wills 
it, and the weak church here de- 
mands it, 


1. Gerry Johnson Adds the 
Following : 


Someone said, “It’s the sheep 
that give birth to~—other sheep, 
not the shepherd himself.” If this 
illustration is used to present the 
great truth that soul winning is 
every member's responsibility, well 
and good. Yet this illustration may 
be misleading; namely, that the 
shepherd | pastor! isn’t responsible 
to win the lost, but only to tend, 
instruct, and protect the flock. 
This is false. We swing from one 
extreme to another; either that 
the pastor is the only one re- 
sponsible to win the lost, or only 
the church has this responsibility. 
Both of these views are only half 
true. 


But what about the special gifts 
God gave to the church—evangel- 
ists, pastors, and teachers? Re- 
garding the great commission to 
win the lost, they are no different 
than any other Christian. God has 
CALLED OUT some of the mem- 
bers of the church body and given 
them special gifts for the building 


up of the Body of Christ. 


The main and first duty of the 
pastor is to win the lost. However, 
besides this primary obligation, be- 
cause he has been called and given 
the pastoral gift, he must also 
shepherd the flock. 


The evangelist’s main responsi- 
bility is also to win souls. His 
gift as an evangelist is not pri- 
marily toward the unsaved, but he, 
like the pastor, is a gift to the 
church. His calling as an evangel- 
ist is to STIR UP and REVIVE 
the church as to their obligation 
in world evangelization. 

The teacher also is a gift to 
the church. Yet he also has as his 
primary responsibility the winning 
of lost souls. Don’t think that the 


knocked him down and out! Great 
success! But what have the critics 
accomplished? 

This is slander and libel, pun- 
ishable in courts, carrying heavy 
fines. 

We here neither defend or com- 
mend mass evangelism or evangel- 
ists. We simply ask objectively: 
Why? Why do so many criticize 
mass evangelism or evangelists, 
attacking either their manners, 
methods or motives?” Is this the 
will of God “who is not willing 
that any should perish’—or is 
this the will of Satan who is 
angered over any effective effort 
to depopulate Hell? Why is it 
that those who are loudest in 
criticism of evangelism are usually 
also laziest in evangelizing? Is it 
not because they can’t do it them- 
selves that they criticize one doing 
it? These same critics are found 
in the insurance business, criti- 
cizing the best salesman. They 
were found in grammar school 
criticizing the best pupil, labeling 
him “teacher’s pet.” 

However, this is serious slander, 
not a personal attack on evangel- 
ists as much as it is a disguised 
attack on the wisdom of the Lord 
Jesus who gave these five gifts, 
implying He made a mistake. Why 
is there no attack on the cold, 
shriveled-up teacher sitting at his 
desk and producing little spiritual 
fruit? Why is there no organized 
criticism against the unfruitful 
pastor or Bible teacher seeing few 
souls won week after week? Why? 
Gerry Johnson and his indefatig- 
able tent teams resent this sland- 
er. The P. T. L. who valiantly dis- 
tributed eleven million Gospels 
of John and saw hundreds born 
again, protest this. The Youth for 
Christ Gospel teams and Japanese 
evangelists resent this, as do the 
Oriental Missionary Society tent 
crusades, John Rhoades and his 
evangelists. Evangelists Ushio, 
Honda, Kikuchi, Ishimura, Sato, 


and other itinerant Japanese evan- 


teacher is only responsible tc 
teach and not win souls. His great 
obligation is to convert the un- 
saved. His gift and calling as a 
teacher is secondary, 

The special callings of evan- 
gelist, pastor, and teacher are dis- 
tinctly separate from the MAIN 
DUTY of soul winning, Soul win- 
ning is the first duty of any Chris- 
tian whatever gift or calling he 
may have. 

There’s a common but serious 
error held that the gift and call- 
ing of the evangelist is of little 
importance. In fact, to some it’s 
not really an office at all. It’s 
only a temporary training period, 
only the lowest step of the rung 
on a ladder towards becoming a 
pastor or teacher. This is a serious 
Satanic error. Agreed, a young 
graduate from _ Bible _ school 


shouldn’t be ordained as a pastor 


right away without a time of 
testing and experience. But during 
this time he should neither be 
called or considered an evangelist! 

No one is or can be an evangel- 
ist unless he is called of God for 
this office and receives the special 
gift. The office and calling of an 
evangelist is not merely for a 
short period of time; it is a LIFE- 
TIME CALLING. It is just as 
separate and distinct a calling 
as that of a pastor or teacher. 


Is it true that the evangelist 
actually holds a minor position be- 
low the pastor? Bob Jones Uni- 
versity has the largest ministerial 
enrollment of any school in the 
world, with over a thousand yearly 
studying for the ministry. Four 
years ago Dr. Jones came to Japan 
and spoke before a large group 
of intellectuals at Nippon Daigaku. 
Prefacing his address he said, “I 
want to make it clear who I am 
so no one will get the wrong im- 
pression—--I AM AN EVANGEL- 
IST.” He could have said that he 
was the founder of. a Christian 
University, that on this campus

$4,000 for Missions in Japan 


Dr. Fred Jarvis flew from Tokyo 
with brief stops at Los Angeles 
and Dallas, and the hand of God 
was upon him. What a sacrificial, 
Spirit-filled urgency is on him to 
get out the Gospel! What a call 
and challenge he gave to all of 
us to put God first, to suffer any 
loss, stand any reproach, to be 
true to Christ and rescue the 
perishing! Brother Jarvis and I 
told the people of a_ three-fold 
need in Japan. First, there is a 
Japanese edition of THE Sworp 
OF THE LorD being published 
monthly. It must be subsidized, 
at least for some time, It is pub- 
lishing in the Japanese language 
messages so greatly needed by 
preachers and Christian workers 
in Japan. We had promised to help 
pay the publishing cost for a 
time, at least, until the Japanese 
edition of THe SworpD can get on 
its feet, 


Again, there is need for new 
printing of the booklet, “What 
Must I Do to Be Saved?” by this 
editor in the Japanese language. 
Already we have published 3% 
million copies. All the sound, 
orthodox mission groups in Japan 
have helped distribute it. There 
is great need for more, particular- 
ly as we look toward the 100th 
anniversary of the beginning of 
mission work in Japan in 1959. 
There is an urgency among godly 
Japanese ministers to sow Japan 
down with the Gospel where the 
field is so white. 


Another need in Japan is 
evangelistic fund to be wisely 
used through the New Life 
League. After we spoke to Japa- 
nese ministers for a week at Ka- 
ruizawa, in July of last year, many 
hearts were warmed. The breth-

' ren planned a campaign to win 


100,000 souls in Japan by the 
100th anniversary of mission work 
there. They asked me to come 
back to Japan for campaigns in 
principal cities in 1959. These pas- 
tors pledged themselves to give 
their time, to leave their churches 


1and go out to needy places to hold 
revival campaigns. Brother Fred 
Jarvis and The Evangelical Al- 
liance Mission made available a- 
bout twenty tents for revival cam- 
paigns. There are sound trucks 
supplied by the mission, through 
Brother Fred Jarvis’s labors, But 
these pastors often have no money 


‘for transportation, or for posters 
or handbills. A fund of several 
hundred dollars was formed, with 
Dr, Fred Jarvis and this editor 
making the first gifts. Most care- 
fully it has been supervised and 
hundreds have been saved through 
these mission revival efforts con- 
ducted by Japanese pastors who 
go out to needy fields and give 
their time. And the evangelistic 
fund which we provided is to pay 
incidental expenses such as trans- 
portation and advertising in such 
campaigns, 

These three funds: for the Jap- 
anese SWORD OF THE LorD, for ad- 
ditional publication of “What Must 
'I Do to Be Saved?” in Japan (at 
|least a million more copies must 
'be published soon), and for an 
‘incidental evangelistic fund to be 
supervised by Brother Jarvis and 
the New Life League, were dis- 
cussed at Lake Louise, and in a 
few minutes’ time, $3,800 was 
promised, nearly $700 of it given 
in cash, for this cause of evangel- 
istic work and literature in Ja- 
| pan. More came in, another $100 
in cash, before we left, making ap- 
proximately $4,000 for Japanese 
missions raised at Lake Louise. 


Dr. Jarvis was such a tremend- 
ous blessing to the hearts of all 
who attended and was so greatly 
loved, we have asked him to 
neturn to the second conference 
at Lake Louise sponsored by the 
Sword of the Lord, Wednesday, 
August 28, through Monday, Sep- 
tember 2. He, along with Dr. Bob 
Jones, Sr., Dr. Lee Roberson, 
Evangelist Walter Handford, and 
this editor, will be speaking. And

We trust God will fill the place 
for a time of blessing as before.

there are the finest gospel film 
studios in the world, a magnifi- 
cent Bible museum and Art Gal- 
lery, and a radio station beaming 
out the Gospel, ete, But he brushed 
these things aside to humbly state, 
“1 AM AN EVANGELIST!” 


Is the evangelist merely the 
“soym”’ of the earth? Billy Gra- 
ham, when he came to Japan, said 
also: “I am an Evangelist.” The 
world’s greatest soul winners and 
men of God were EVANGELISTS. 


Saint Paul, John Wesley, George 
Whitefield, Charles Finney, D. L. 
Moody, R. A. Torrey, Billy Sun- 
day—only to mention a few. Were 
these men of ‘little value’ to the 
church, occupying the “lowest 
rung of the ladder’ despite the 
fact they won thousands to Christ? 
Ephesians 4:11-13 says the proper 
order is evangelists, then pastors, 
then teachers. Evangelists come 
before the rest. Why? God ordain- 
ed it so. And what God has or- 
dained let no man change. 


What’s the practical conclusion? 
In Japan the position and the 
work of the evangelist is trodden 
under. The position of pastor is 
worshiped. It gives many young 
ministerial students the false im- 
pression that the great goal is to 
be a pastor or teacher. The posi- 
tion of evangelists is only tempo- 
rary, only a stop-gap while in the 
act of receiving training and ex- 
perience, Or it’s a position for one 
who, due to some disability, can't 
become a pastor. Let’s do away 
with this false instruction and 
exalt the position of the evangel- 
ist, 
this country. Young men, instead 
of being discouraged to give their 
lives as evangelists, will be going 
up and down this nation as heralds 
of the cross bringing the riches 
of salvation to multiplied thou- 
sands, 


2. Eddie Karnes, Kobe, Adds: 

Japan, with 90 million people, 
the fifth largest nation in the 
world, does not have one evangel- 
ical native evangelist of nation- 
wide stature in Japan. We do not 
have one evangelical native evan- 
gelist who is holding city-wide 
campaigns. Our whole evangelistic 
program is totally inadequate. The 
groups mentioned are doing a 
wonderful job of getting the Gos- 
pel out, but is there not a need 
of increasing our efforts a thou- 
sandfold? General MacArthur ap- 
pears to have had much more 
Spiritual insight into Japan's 
greater need than most of us. 

Evangelism and evangelists in 
Japan have made their mistakes. 
(What program hasn’t?) We've 
been blessed with week-end evan- 
gelists from foreign countries who 
haven't properly evaluated the 
Situation and results in Japan. 
Let’s accept criticism where it is 
due. Someone said: “A mistake 
IS a Sign that someone tried.” 


The remaining little fire of 
evangelism in Japan doesn’t need 
cold water poured on it half as 
much as the oil of sympathy add- 
ed to it by those whose vision, 
programs, and practical experi- 
ence have not been in evangelism. 
Evangelism in Japan today needs 
a resurrection! Most missionaries 
confess we are not getting the job 
done. The Japanese are not re- 


ceiving an adequate hearing of the 
Gospel. | 


We need a wider vision, such 
as Jesus had. He said, “The fields 

- . are white already to harvest.” 
Jesus was not content to evange- 
lize one town or city. Evangelism 
In Japan on the scale that the 
Lord wants simply does not exist! 
Billy Graham, in his New York 
Crusade, spends over $900,000 with 
a population a little bigger then 
Tokyo. Millions are spent month- 
ly in America to reach the reach- 
ed, bless the blessed, and evan- 
gelize the evangelized through 
radio, TV, revival, church meet- 
ings, and a host of other duplicated 
efforts. 

Oral Roberts had a budget of 
two million dollars to win a million 
souls in 1956. Japan has 90 million 
souls, but what is our budget? 
The piddling amount of money 
spent yearly for direct evangelism 
in Japan should be published in 
order to awaken us to the fact 
that we simply are not geared 
to launch adequate mass evangel- 
ism in Japan. 


Then revival will come to’ 


While we're not doing the job 
of evangelism that needs to be 
done, one million Japanese die 
yearly, 2,500 die daily. Two a min- 
ute die, usually without an ade- 
quate Gospel witness. 

The ‘trouble is that most of 
us have been sowing seed so long 
that we've forgotten the words of 
Jesus, “Say not ye, There are yet 
four months, and then cometh 
harvest? behold, I Say unto you, 
Lift up your eyes, and look on 
the fields; for they are white al- 
ready to harvest” (John 4:35). 

We need evangelists bold 
enough to believe Jesus. Let’s for- 
get those who have paralysis 
through analysis. Let’s get out 
of our psychological ruts and obey 
Jesus. Battles are not won through 
defensive but offensive tactics. 
Now is the time for action while 
we still have an open door. Where 
are the evangelists, missionaries, 
and pastors bold enough to act 
on the words of Jesus that there 
is a great harvest to be reaped 
simply for the reaping? 

I'm looking for some evangel- 
ists who will reach Japan in city- 
wide campaigns! (Why wait until 
Billy Graham returns for the mis- 
sionaries and Japanese pastors to 
back an evangelist in city-wide 
meetings? Let’s back an evangelist 
now who can be picked on. 


3. Eric Gosden, J.E.B. Says: 


Let’s define our terms. In Japan 
the graduate, for want of a better 
term, is called a “dendosha” 
|evangelist| when he leaves Bible 
school, It signifies that he has not 
yet received ordination. But the 
evangelist who has the gift of 
evangelism promised in Ephesians 
4:11, 12 is quite a different thing. 
As long as he fulfills the ministry 
given him, God will use him as an 
evangelist. 

Some pastors have this evangel- 
istic gift. Timothy was exhorted 
to do the work of an evangelist. 

Why are there so few evangel- 
ists (as distinct from pastors) in 
Japan? Perhaps lack of faith. Few 
are willing to leave their churches 
with the sense of material secur- 
ity and go out, “not knowing 
whither.’”’ Maybe the missionary is 
the God-given evangelist to Ja- 
pan’s church now. 

Why do people criticize evangel- 
ists? Certainly the evangelists are 
in good company. Our Lord was 
reproved for seeking out “publi- 
cans and sinners,” and Paul was 
regarded as inferior to other 
teachers. Fortunately they didn’t 
“resent” the criticism, but kept 
right on with their job. Let all 
evangelists do the same! 

Some of the quotes aren't fair. 
Some plead for teaching as well 
as evangelism, not emphasizing 
the one at the expense of the 
other. 


4. Mark Maxey of Kyushu 
Christian Mission Says: 

You’ve touched on some mighty 
sore points. Criticism of them by 
modernists who have no message 
to proclaim is to be expected, But 
the same criticism from those who 
are pledged to preach the Gospel 
to every creature is the same as 
‘being wounded in the house of a 
friend.” 

“One-night stands” always pro- 
duce some results but are not 
basic evangelism as I understand 
the term. 

The abuse of evangelism is not 
a valid reason for discarding it. 

Nor can we say we do not want 
evangelists because there are some 
who are not worthy of the name. 


Since the field is hard, failures 
frequent, results small, evangelism 
has become the “whipping boy” 
for those who wanted to do better 
and couldn’t; for those who should 
have done more and didn’t. 


Evangelism can be _ successful 
in Japan and must be if Japan 
is ever to be won for Christ. 


The answer is not, I think, in 
a special group of “‘called’’ evan- 
gelists, but rather in every pastor 
being also an evangelist, preaching 
special campaigns in his own area 
and others. Those who show spe- 
cial talent in this line should be 
encouraged and helped to engage 
in it full time. 


We must accommodate the cam- 
paign methods to the Japanese 


situation; Japanese-style rather 
then western-style; perpetual dis- 
satisfaction accompanied by the 
continual search for the right way 
to bring the right result. 

“The harvest is plenteous, but 
the laborers are few.” 


The critics are plenteous; thus 
the evangelists are few. “Pray the 
Lord to send forth laborers | evan- 
gelists; into his harvest.” 


». Dr. John R. Rice, Evange- 
list, Author, Editor, Recently 
Returned From a Trip 
to Korea and Japan, 
Said: 

The plain truth is the reproach 
of evangelism is the reproach of 
Christ. People are not against 
evangelism because it is bad, but 
because it is New Testament 
Christianity actually working. 

Those who are against mass 
evangelism and who sneer at evan- 
gelists, and say the fruits do not 
last, are against plain, sharp 
preaching on sin, Hell, judgment 
that makes people angry, brings 
persecution, but the kind of 
preaching which brings repent- 
ance. They’re against the public 
invitation. They’re against wide- 
spread advertising, They’re against 
the hard work of evangelism. They 
try to rationalize laziness and 
carelessness by criticizing others 
who win more souls than they. 


You can find failures and faults 
in the best of Christians, but 
evangelists and those who work 
hard at mass soul winning general- 
ly are more sacrificial, more de- 
voted, and more fruitful than their 
critics. 


The critics of evangelism say 
that New*Testament Christianity | 
will not work today. They’re a- 
gainst mass preaching, sharp de- 
nunciation of sin, the demand for 
repentance, the great stir and con- 
viction which went with New 
Testament preaching and the 
great crowds. They’re particularly 
against the persecution of New 
Testament Christianity. They don’t 
stress the power of the Holy Spirit 
as was stressed in the Book of 
Acts, and as it is stressed by the 
best evangelists. They’re not 
strong for the open public de- 
mand for people to confess Christ 
openly and instantly, and to be 
baptized on the profession of their 
faith. They don’t believe that New 
Testament Christianity will work. 
But living as they do, with no 
more passion and burden than 
they have, they would feel the 
same if they were back in the 
Book of Acts, at Jerusalem, Anti- 
och, or Rome. New ‘Testament 
Christianity brought great results 
through mass evangelism along 
with personal soul winning and 
individual effort that always goes 
with good mass evangelism. 


6. Rev. Joe Meeko, (C.B.F.- 
M.S.) Wisely Concludes: 


We thank God for Spirit-filled 
mass and personal evangelists. 
Some YFC and PTL men have left 
behind an indelible memory of 
enthusiasm, love, and joy in the 
hearts of our church people. 

We need more personal and 
mass approaches. I don’t see how 
any church or group of believers 
can help but be blessed by good 
special meetings in which both 
approaches are used jointly, all 
other spiritual requisites being 
what they should be. 


We ask the evangelists to con- 
sider prayerfully the criticisms 
voiced by men of experience, 
spiritual maturity and love. The 
evangelist should recognize that 
there is a tremendous assistance 
in mass evangelism from pastors, 
Sunday School teachers, praying 
parents and friends, mature per- 
sonal workers, live churches, 
church facilities and a host of 
other “aids” to the itinerant evan- 
gelist, 

Should there not be a flexibility 
in approach by all depending upon 
the condition of the soil and spirit- 
ual weather? 


If every evangelist could shep- 
herd a work and every pastor 
could engage in evangelism, would 
not the church be richer in sym- 
pathy and mature fruit? The suc- 
cessful missionary is, like Paul, 
gifted of the Holy Spirit to either 
carry on a manifold ministry, or 
is given divine wisdom to recognize 
his own limitations and seek to 
supplement his efforts with out- 
side help. 


students in Baptist colleges. 


Recently the trustees of Wake 
Forest College at Wake Forest, 
North Carolina, voted to permit 
dancing on the campus.

“We have no right to impose 
our opinion on the student body 
as a whole,” the conference re- 
solution said. It added that danc- 
ing is “a personal ethical matter 
which must be decided by each 
individual.”

The resolu- 
tion threatened to cut off financial 
support to any Baptist college 
which permits dancing.

found Christ after the service one 
night. He came to get my auto- 
graph in his Bible, and Evangelist 
Handford and I talked to him and 
prayed with him, Brother Ray 
Mendenhall of Winston-Salem 
talked to two girls and won them 


to Christ. Two women came from 
Philadelphia, Mississippi, to have 
a renewal of their joy, a reviving 


of heart in the conference. One 
teaches a class of some 70 wom- 
en with about 45 present weekly, 
in a Methodist church, How eager- 
ly they sought for an enduement 
of power. One night after the ser- 
vice. a number of prayer meet- 
ings continued. Some of us pray- 
ed on the platform and dealt with 
one problem and another, Others 
prayed with Brother Fred Jarvis. 
These good women prayed with 
Mrs. Rice and others in a room till 
11:30 at night. The next day they 
all went downtown to witness and 
give out gospel tracts.

formal fellowship of Baptists in 
the South.
